PHYSICS ENROLLMENT UP 


Enrollment in both University and Cegep courses are up compared 
to 1985-86. For the first time enrollment in University level courses has 
topped the enrollment in Cegep equivalent courses. Three very significant 
items should be noted. Firstly the slide in Cegep equivalent enrollments 
is over. Secondly UI enrollments are at record levels. Thirdly the proportion 
of Physics majors and specialization students in UI courses is considerably 
higher than in the past two years. Next year the movement of these UI 
students to UII coupled hopefully with the opening of the physics Co-op 
should result in dramatic increases in enrollment.
